S.R.O. 380. — The following bye-laws For the regulation and control of the use of 
Loud-speakers in the Cantonment of Barrackpore, made by the Cantonment Board, 
Barrackpore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Clauses (28), (38) and (39) 
of Section 282 and Section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), are 
hereby published for general information, the same having been previously pub- 
lished and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as 
required by sub-section (1) of Section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

BYE-LAWS FOR THE REGULATION AND CONTROL OF THE USE OF 
LOUD-SPEAKERS IN THE CANTONMENT OF BARRACKPORE. 

1. No person shall make use of any loud-speaker whether stationery or fitted 
to any moving vehicle or other object within the limits of the Barrackpore Canton- 
ment, except under and in accordance with the permission in writing of the Ex- 
ecutive Officer. 

Provided that no such permission shall be necessary for the use of any loud- 
speaker for any official purpose. 

2. An application for obtaining permission to use a loud-speaker shall be sub- 
mitted to the Executive Offices who may, with due regard to public convenience 
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refuse or grant permission and in granting such permission he may impose any 
reasonable conditions in respect of the use of the said apparatus. The Board may 
from time to time lay down instructions for the guidance of the Executive Officer 
In the matter. 

3. Any permission given or conditions imposed under these bye-laws may be 
withdrawn or varied by the Executive Officer where such withdrawal or variation 
is in his opinion, necessary In the interests of the public. 

4. Any permission given under these bye-laws shall be valid only in so far as 
It does not violate the orders if any, for the time being In force, issued by a com- 
petent Magistrate, banning or restricting the use of loud-speakers within the Can- 
tonment. 

5. Any person, aggrieved by an order of the Executive Officer, made under these 
bye-laws, may appeal to the Cantt. Board within ten days of the date of the com- 
munication of such order to him. 

8. For the purpose of these bye-laws "Loud-speaker" shall include any electri- 
cally or mechanically operated means of producing loud noises, 

7. Penalty . — The contravention of any provision of these bye-laws or of 
any condition of any provision imposed under these bye-laws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees, and in the case of a conti- 
nuing contravention with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first 
such contravention.
